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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Grabowski teaches "... the transceiver (30) 
configured to repeat messages received fronn other transceivers (54) associated with other sensors (40's of 22, 24, 26) (30 receives 
messages from 22, 24, 26 and transmits them to 32, Fig. 1)". Applicants argue that Grabowski does not teach a control unit with its 
group of associated sensors communicating with another control unit having its own group of associated sensors. However, examiner's 
position is that this limitation Is not recited in the claims. 
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
